dated the 15th July , 1991, the Govern : r of Haryana is pleased to approve the terms and condition 
governing the appointment of Shri Brij Anand , M.L.A. as Chairman of the Board of Directors of 
Haryana Tourism Corporation Ltd : 

1. Tenure of Office .-- The tenure of office of Shri Brij Anand , M.L.A. as Chairman of the 
Board of Directors of Haryana Tourism Corporation Ltd. shall in the first instance be one year 
from the date of assuming charge (17th July , 1991). The Govt, may, however, curtail the period 
of tenure at any time or extend it from time to time. 


2. Honorarium.He will draw an honrarium of Rs. 1,800 (Rs. one thousand eight hundred 
only) per mensem from Haryana Tourism Corporation Ltd. 

3. Perquisites (1) .- Reimbursement of actual rent not exceeding Rs. 1,200 per mensem may 
be given for private accommodation hired by the Chairman . This expenditure will be borne by 
the Haryana Tourism Corporation Ltd. 


Or 


A lodging allowance of Rs. 500 per mensem may be given , irrespective of mode/type of the lodging 
arrangement made. 


4. Telephone Facility - Telephone facility will be provided in the office as well as at his residence 
by Haryana Tourism Corporation Ltd. provided that the total number of local calls from the residential 
telephone should not exceeded 3000 per quarter. The cost of local calls in excess of the above figure 
and also for all private trunk calls shall be recovered . The telephone at the residence will be 
without STD facility as per orders issued by Government No. 19 /1/87-3 /S . dated 20th November, 
1987 . 


5. Conveyance.-- (i) A staff car will be placed at his disposal by the Corporation for 

official use at Headquarters and also for outside official journeys. 
( ii ) H : will not be entitled to travelling allowallic for the journey undertaken witbin the 

state and in Delhi, in conarstion with official wo : k , when staff car is available for 
use provided th it when journeys are undertaken to places outside the State and Delhi, 
and the staff car is not used , travelling allowance will be payable for distances beyond 
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the state limit/ Delhi . The rate of travelling allowance , when admissible will be the same 
as applicable to Grace -I Officers of the state Government drawing Rs 2,000 or above 
but less than Rs 2,400 in the old scale of pay. Air travelling outside Haryana State and 
Delhi is permissible provided the staff car is not used . The expenditure will be borne 
by the Haryana Tourism Corporation Limited . Provided further that the Chaijman 
may perform journcy on official duty at Headquarters and outside the Headqurters upto 
a total limits of 5000 Kms. in a calendar month and when such journeys are either 
in excess of 1000 Kms. at Headquarters or the total journeys both at Headquarters and 
outside Headquarters cxceed 5000 Kms. in a calender month , the excess journeys would 

be treated as private journeys. 

6. Daily Allowances : – He will draw daily allowance @ Rs 75 per day being non -official 
Chairman . The expenditure will be borne by Haryana Tourism Corporation Limited . 

Note :-Daily allowance is admissible for 10 days in a Calendar month . 

7. Medical Facilities . He will be given Medical facilities as ad missible to the State 
Goveroment servants so long as he remains Chairman of Haryana Tourism Corpn . Limited . 
This facility will also be admissible to his dependents . The expenditure will be borne by 
Haryana Tourism Corporation , 

Staff will be provided by the Corporation as per requirements assessed and approved by the 
competent authority . The expenditure involved will be met by the Haryana Tourism Corpn . " Ltd.
